PREFACE 


Demonstration  forestry  has  been  around  for  a  long  time.  Probably  the  first 
formal  demonstration  tour  in  the  United  States  occurred  in  1908  when  Dr.  Carl 
Schenck,  a  German  forester,  invited  businessmen,  lumbermen,  politicians,  and  educa¬ 
tors  to  come  to  a  3-day  excursion  through  the  Biltmore  Estate  and  Pisgah  Forest  in 
North  Carolina. 

Today,  with  the  increased  emphasis  on  improving  productivity  on  private, 
non-i ndustri al  forest  lands,  the  demand  for  forest  management  demonstrations  is 
greater  than  ever.  No  amount  of  forest  management  literature,  of  which  there  is 
an  abundant  supply,  can  substitute  for  "seeing  the  real  thing."  Southwide,  many 
excellent  forest  management  demonstrati ons  exist,  yet  little  is  known  about  them 
except  on  a  very  limited  and  locally  publicized  basis.  This  is  why  this  directory 
was  compiled.  Its  purpose  is  to  serve  as  a  centralized  information  source  for 
anyone  interested  in  forest  management  demonstrations  in  the  South. 

In  its  present  form,  the  directory  may  not  be  complete.  Other  good  demon¬ 
strations  may  exist  that  are  presently  unknown  to  a  great  many  people.  However, 
the  listing  has  been  restricted  to  demonstrations  which  feature  one  or  more  forest 
management  practices;  therefore,  purely  "nature  walk"  type  demonstrations  are  not 
i n  cl uded . 

A  Southwide  Demonstration  Committee,  composed  of  numerous  representatives  from 
the  forestry  community,  established  the  selection  criteria  for  the  demonstrati ons 
listed.  Each  State  Forester  then  selected  a  state  coordinator  to  be  responsible 
for  evaluating  and  recommending  the  candidate  areas  in  their  state.  The  selection 
criteria  recommended  by  the  Committee  are  as  follows: 

Objecti ve:  To  demonstrate  forest  management  to  forest  landowners,  practicing 

foresters,  forest  land  managers,  or  other  knowledgeable  laymen,  to  encourage 

good  management  of  the  South's  forest  lands. 

Suggested  Minimum  Standards: 


1.  Either  self-guided  or  conducted  tours  will  be  available  at  each 
demonstration  area. 

2.  Demonstrations  should  have  some  type  of  sign(s)  and  handout  material. 

3.  Demonstrations  will  be  accessible  to  the  intended  audience. 

4.  A  contact  person  will  be  identified  for  additional  information. 


Since  each  state  coordinator  is  considered  the  final  authority  on  determining 
which  areas  qualify  in  their  state,  the  listing  that  follows  includes  all  the  areas 
recommended  by  the  state  coordinators.  Please  note  that  in  some  areas  (parti cul arly 
Alabama),  visitations  are  by  appointment  only.  If  other  areas  exist  in  your  state, 
that  are  not  listed,  and  you  believe  would  qualify  for  inclusion  in  this  directory, 
please  notify  your  State  Forester. 

Demonstrations  can  be  a  valuable  tool.  They  excite  the  mind  and  can  stimulate 
action.  Hopefully,  the  demonstrations  listed  here  will  encourage  private  landowners, 
forestry  students,  and  forest  land  managers  to  make  the  South's  forests  more  productive.

BUTLER  COUNTY  FORESTRY  DEMONSTRATION 


This  demonstration  is  located  on  the  William 
Van  Atkins  property  in  Butler  County.

The  Crossett  Experimental  Forest  is  located  in 
Ashley  County,  7  miles  south  of  Crossett  on 
Arkansas  Highway  133.
